Synod contributes
to missions, theological seminary, edu-
cation, and orphan's home. The total
from the sources amounted to 3$22,-
£26.74, or $1,851.74 more than last
ear. - The above amounts do uot -
ﬁlnde money raised by the women,
young people and children.

Another change is proposed in the
management qof synod’s affairs. No-
tice was given that that an amend-
ment to the constitution would be of-
fered, providing that the president of
synod should be elected for four years,
at a fixed date and that he should
devote his whole time to synodical
oversight.

Resolutions were adopted providing
for the quadro-contennial celebration
of the Reformation, and a committee
was appointed to formulate plans and
provide programmes.
